An investigation 
brought to light a remarkable case of 
supei -titi . t! The deceased, Robert J 
Haynes. was a member of a peculiar 
sect known as the Faith Believ 
*r*. It it a religious society that was 
lirst heard of. in Brownsville about 
fire yearn ago Seven of the brethren , 
five men and two women, settled in the 
town at the time in a house in Center 
street, and it appears tnat the members of 
this society never performed any manual 
labor snd to the residents in the neighbor- 
hood lb* manner of their exiitou.e has 
been a mystery 

It is believed that money has bean re- 
re i v.. d by them regularly from Chicago, 
for a large numlier of letter* passed 
through tiie local Postornee for the Taith, 
Believers The house occupied by the so- 
ciety is a two-story frame dwelling. With- 
in the npartnienu were found to be poorly 
furnished, and an entire absence of articles 
of ornament, gave to the rooms a cold, 
bnrren appearand. The basement is used 
as a meeting room, and there is little time 
throughout an evening thut |>asses by when 
ooe can not hear the sound of the inmates' 
voices r I in prayer or song,

Monday evening some slxtyto seventy-flvs 
of the officers and employes in the office of 
the Hergeant-aA-Anaa of the Senate mat at 
the house of the late Hergeant-at-Anns, 
Colonel K. J. Bright. The object of tha 
▼hrit is explained by the little speech made 
by Mr. Christy, Deputy Sergeant-at-Arma: 
"We have assembled here this evening to 
pay our reapecta, and also to take official 
leave of you. By tha vicissitudes of poli- 
tics the Senate baa been called upon to 
change certain of Ha offlcrrs, amongst them 
yourself. We, officers and employes of tha 
office of the 8ergeant-ac-Arms, some of 
whom have served during tha 
entire time of jronr administration, 

we can not allow you to separata from us 
without attesting in some degree our ap- 
preciation of your kindness and friendshiy 
to each and every one of us.

In a bed in one COrner, was a woman ap 
)»areutly twenty years of ago F.\ tending 
from the righf ear to the windpipe was a 
deep cut from which the blood was freely 
flowing. There were other cuts 
on tha face. Dr. Oratton de- 
scribes the woman as being very hand 
some, a blonde, and says abe would weigh 
about W pounds While dressing tha 
wounds he heurd an altercation in an ad- 
Joining room and a man'a voice say : "Ml 
hare their blood before two weeks." Tha 
woman's pulse was as low as forty live, and 
be feared she might die before be left the 
house. In an adjoining room he found a 
man stretcned out on a bed bleeding from 
a cut extending from the right 
eye to the corner of the mouth. 
One of the man's teeth was knocked in. 
This man was of dark complexion and had 
a small dark moustache. After dressing 
the wound tha doctor was again blindfold- 
ed and conducted to his office and left after 
being paid five dollars. He says that ha 
could know one of the parties if ha should 
tee him again.
